WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


ident Johnson signed into law 
Thursday his "war on poverty" 
program and declared it will 
help boost the living standards 
of "the forgotten fifth of our 
people" in the city and country. 


Forecasting that "the days of 


the dole in our country are num- 
bered," Johnson said the far- 
ranging measure offers "oppor- 
tunity and not an opiate." He 
said it will "help our people find 
their footing for a long climb to- 
ward a better way of life." 


The bill authorizes a variety 


of programs aimed at helping 
idle 
youths, 
jobless 
fathers, 


blighted communities 
and the 


rural poor. Johnson already has 
asked Congress for the funds to 
implement the $947.5-million un- 
dertaking. 


He took special pride in sign- 


ing the measure because it is 
the first major legislation of- 
fered by him and it was passed 
after a long, tough fight. Other 
major domestic bills signed by 
Johnson this year — such as the 
civil rights law and the tax cut 
— were originated under the 
late President John F. Kennedy.

Nearly 80 per cent of the Alle- 


gany County school buses inspect- 
ed this week were found without 
fault, according to J. Hubert Rad- 
cliffe, county supervisor of trans- 
portation. 


In the three days of inspections, 


ending Wednesday, 113 buses were 
checked and 90 of them received 
an "OK". Five other buses to be 
used in the school year starting 
September 1 have not yet been 
delivered. 


Most of the faults found on the 


buses were relatively minor and 
none of them were faulted on their 
brakes. 


Three had defects in their tail
